2. The 35 USC 1 01 rejection of claims 20-22 and 26 of 08/1 8/201 0 has been 

withdrawn. 

Claim 20 has been amended to Include a hardware "program storage device" as 
part of the claimed "apparatus". Therefore claims 20-22 and 26 are only directly 
towards statutory embodiments.
